Sir John Nott-Bower, London's police chief, tonight 
answered demands for an all-out drive to sweep vice from

Today's societies are not cx- 
clusively Chinese, Maloy and 
Indian gangsters have adopted 
the trappings and the orgnnisa— 
tion of the societies for their 
own purposes. 

Most of the gangs choose a 
number or combination of num- 
bers to give an air of mystery 
to their activites. Examples 
aro the notorious “Group 24” 
and “Group 36’ secret socicties 
in Singapore and the “08” and 
“308” gangs in Penang. 

Secret societics have even 
spread to schools and the Singa- 
pore Standard, a Chincse-owned 
Nowspaper, recently complained 
that studente in English- 
lunguege echools here were being 
intimidated by the “Black Pan- 
ther" geerot socicty. 

This youthful gang, composed 
of pupils, was extorting moncy 
and threaténing other school- 
children.

All ‘this fa not untrue, It ts 
ivintively true ond not less so 
than the fact that, particularly 
In this Olympie Year, an im- 
mense amount of money was 
spent on the Olympic prepara- 
tlons of American athletes, a 
very small portion oof — which 
enme out of thelr own pockets, 

Some of the unsuccessful 
seckers of Olympic berths, as 
well as many vf the successful 
ones, spent quite a few weeks 
in sunny Californla during 
which time they were not 
earning their living watting at 
table, sweeping out dormitories 
ur being engaged in other part 
time employment, 

Though the average amateur 
athlete uf international class in 
the United States docs not have 
his prublems of his daily bread 
ond butter as effectively talcen 
care of as does the average 
gmateur golfer or amateur tennis 
player uf international calibre, 
he js nevertheless tuken care of 
quite adequately, more often 
than not simply by the institu- 
tion of higher learning which 
he attends which, prior to his 
envolinent in the same, has vied 
with many other similar in- 
stitutions for his enrolment.

opportunity. 

India ond - Pakistan—neither 
country being in ¢he Commun-~ 
ist bloo—both draw very large- 
ly upon the armed services for 
their outstanding athletes, The 
same would be true of many 
Western European countries 
except that lanie business con- 
cerns in Western Europe secm 
to like to have in thelr) cm- 
ployment athletes of  Interna- 
tlonal calibre.

| In Scandinavia the under- 
_graduete population is either 
;smaller than it is in the United

athletics Is not so or 
well organised os H Js in the 
United Kingdom, and of the re- 
maining forty percent the dis- 
tribution Is about even between 
the armed services and the 
police forces. 

To sum up, It scems that in 
every country or group of 
countries the outlook on 
amateur sport is governed large- 
ly by lucal circumstances, the 
most important of which are 
economic conditions and = the 
diMculties, or lack of same, of 
the pursuit of leisure, 

In the United States of 
America leisure becomes a 
secondary consideration before 
a young man has got very old 
as considerable Industry Is re- 
quired in the pursult of things 
that money can buy. It would be 
incorrect to say simply “in pur- 
sult of the dollar.” 

Hence, the young man who fs 
through with the comparative 
leisure of college life has iittle 
time after this {s over to 
dulge in sporting recreation 
requiring long hours of train- 
Ing except on a full-time pro- 
fessional basis if he is to 
acquire his personal motor 
transport and TV sect in double 
quick time. 

SLOWER PROCESS 

In the United Kingdom and 
Scandinavia the pursuit of the 
dollar is @ much slower process. 
To the average man the dollar 
docs not come fast even with 
industry and it does not come 
In such quantity as to make it 
quickly exc! eable for his 
own motor vehicle or TV set. 

Hence he has to find other 
outlets for his leisure and sport 
fs one of the chea This 
has been true of ndinavia 
for such a long time that the 
Finns ang Swedes in particular 
have allied themselves with 
the pursuit of sporting achlove- 
ment almost on a national 


le. 

In Scandinavia a track athlete 
or a soccer player is not just a 
college boy.

Chau is additionally charg-d 
with three counts of corruption, 
six of larceny and one of frau-

Yung, of Zimmer 
end Co. Mr John Clifford, in- 
structed by Mr J, C, B. Slack, 
of Hastings and Co., Is de- 
fending the two officers. 

SUPERVISING WORK 

Mr Bellamy testified that he 
came te Hongkong in August. 
1062 and wos attached to CRE, 
New Tecwitorics. At that time a 
certalp Major Dix was then 
Asststant Cxmmanding Officer 
who was later replaced by Major 
Peachey as DCRE “West” at 
the end of 1053. Capt. Curtis, 
Garrison enginecr, was witness's 
immediate supertor. 

Mr Bellamy sald at the end of 
1953 he had supervised ecveral 
contracts, one of which wos the 
resurfecing of the Route TWSK 
by the Shun Hing Construction 
Co. 


Besides this contract, there 
were three other contracts for 
the roofing and painting of the 
temporary married quarters in 
Sek Kong village and the pro- 
vision of catchwater drains and 
a number of tther items along 
the Route TWSK. These con- 
tracts were all awarded to. the 
Shun Hing Co, witness sald.
